PENSION SYSTEM ON LACKA-
WANNA BEGINS JUNE 1.

Fhose Who Will Be Entitled to Par-
ticipate in It and the Amounts
They Will Receive—Lehigh Valley
Railrond to Equip Its Trains with
No. 1 High Speed Brakes and Au-
tomatic Reducing Valves—Mnake-
up of the D., L. & W. Board for
Today—Genernl Notes,

The pension system recently adopled
by the Delaware, Lackawanna and
Western Railroad company will go into
effect on the first of June of the present
veoiar. Those entitled to the benefits of
the pension fund are the employes en-
gaged In any ecapacity in the operation
of the radlroad proper who have ate
tuined the age of 70 years and who
shull be vetired, and If they have been
twenty-five yeuars in the service shall
be pensioned.  All employes 60 to 60
veurs of age, both Inclusive, who have
been twenty-five or more years in the
gorvice nnd who have become Incapacl-
tited, may bhe retired and pensioned.

f'he monthly allowance paid each per-
gon granted i penslon shall be upon the
fallowing basig: For each yenr of ser-
viee, ale per centum of the average
regilar monthly pay for ten years next
preceding  retlrement, provided, how-
cver, that the annual disbursement of
the company shall not exceed $30,000.
Should the aggreguaie penslon allowance
exceed this amonnt, in the absence of
nction by the bourd of managers in-
crensing the yearly amount usuble for
penslons, @ new rate shall he estub-
lished proportionately reducing all al-
lowances, Notice of any change shall
bo given retired employes before the
heginning of the fiscul year in which
the change shall hecome effective,

Pension allowances shill be puld
monthly until the death of the bene-
flcinry, provided, however, that the
company may withhold its stipend in
ull cases of misconduct. No ussign-
ments of pensions will be permitted or
rocognized,

The pension hoard  shall have the
power, in ease a fuithful employe of the
company shall have received Injurlea
svhich totally incapacitate him for his
yegular or other vocation, to tike his
cose under conslderntion and award
him such sum, as & pension, for such
length of time us sald board shall de-
termine,

Good news predominates in the busi-
ness world, notwithstanding two some-
what serlous sel-backs. Weather con-
ditlons have been unsatisfactory, re-
tarding distribution and delaying out-
door work., Still more of a handicap
is the strife between wage-garner and
employer. Manufacturing {8 excep=
tionally actlve.in lines not disturbed
by strikes, and there ls o vigorous
movement of goods through regular
channels.

Flrmness in cotton goods naturally
follows the combination of light stocks
and the Interruption of work at some
mills, with threatened dlsturbances at
others, Foot wear manufacturers have
secured a little more businegs and
shops have been able to avoid the re-
duced time that was feared.

More anlmation has appeared In the
speculative  marketa for  stgples,
Fluctuations were more irregular In
corn, which broke sharply here and at
the West, but made a partial recovery,
although still remaining below the best
price last month, Wheat moved withe
in narrow lmits, varylng a fraction,
uccording to the preponderance of good
or baud crop news., Western receipts
for the week were 1,722,642 bushels,
against 2,008,042 last year, and the total
for the crop vear I¢ gradually falling to
last year's figures. Lower prices
stimulated exports for & time, but

ports of the Uniled Btates during the
week were only 8,840,070 bushels,
ngalnst 4,076,810 last year, and Atlantle
exports of corn were only 169,218 bush-
ol agalnst 2,020,319 a year ago,

Fallures for the week numbered 198
in the United Btates agalnst 208 last
venr, and 19 In Canada, against 24 last
year,
